‘Witnefs, in whofe Mouth their 


were fo many Lyes found; (and 
they all faid they were Innocent.) 


They called him Judge Pepes who 
Condenmined them al!. Then a 
Prieft came to fpeak with the 
Maid that was Condemned, which 
was with me in the Prifoa; but 
fhe would not fee him, but faid, 
Nay, he can do ne. no good ; 
Ihave done witia Man for ever: 


C But 
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But Gol, thou knoweft that I am 
Innocent “of what they lay to my 
Charge. So they were all 
Hanged, and the Man that 
accuied them was hanged up 
firft, for fear he fhould confets 
when he faw the reft, hanged : 
And a heavy day it was,and I 
bore and fuffered much that 
day. Then there were fome 
Friends of mine, namely Sr. 
William King, Colonel Fare, 
and the Lady Browne, thefe 

hearing I was in Prifon, came 
_ to fee me, and they would 
needs go to this Judge, to get 
me releaféd; fo when they 
came, he told them, that-be 
with afraid of bis Life. And they 


laughed, and told him, they 
bad 


——— 
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had known me pr a Child; and 
there was no harm in me at all. 
And they were all very earn- 
eft to get my Liberty, and at 
laft they did obtain it. And 
then I was moved to goto the 
Steeple -houfe, where this 
Judge was, andthe Lord was 
with me, and I Cleared my 


felf of him; and he went to 
Bed and Died that Night :. 


And one of the Prifoners had 
writ the Letter which I fent 
to him, and when they heard 
he was dead,they all faid,that 
I was a true Propbete/s unto him. 


And thus as an Inftrument 
in the Hand of the Lord, to 


do his Work, I was faithful 


and obedient unto his Power, 
and 
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and he caufed me to grow and 
profper through my great 
‘Sufferings blefled be his 
Name for ever, that I had 


great experience of his love | 


and power. Elizabeth Gardi- 
ner, and Rebecca Rich, and 
Samuel Clareges Wife knew 
all this to be true. 

And-then I went to Limrick, 


- where I had fome Service, 


and they put me in Prifon. 
So ina while I was releafed, 
and then I took Shipping for 
England again, and then there 
was a great Storm took us at 
Sea, and the Lord moved me 
to go to Prayer; and I went 
to Prayer, and in a little time 
the Storm ceafed, . and we 


| 
were 
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were preferved ; And coming 


towards Mineyard, we met a 
Pirate, which had abundance 
of men on board, and I be- 


, gan to confider, whether there 


was any Service for me todo 
among thofe Rude People, but 
I found little to them : fo they 
came on Board us, and took 
away all that | had, and one 


of my Coats from off m my 


Back; but they were not fu 
fered to do me any further 
harm. So they took away the 
Matter with them, until he 
fhould pay them a fum of Mo- 
ney for the Ship and Goods. 


And fo we came hometo Eng- 
land. 


But 
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But in all my Travels, I 
Travelled ftill on my own 
Purfe, and was never charge- 
able to any,but paid for what 
Ihad. And much more could 
I declare of my. Sufferings 
which I pafied through, which 
I forbear to mention, being 
not willing to be over-tedious, 


And I have written thefe Things that 
Friends may be encouraged, and go 
ow inthe Faith, in the Work of the 
Lord: For many have been the 
aryals, 1 ribulations and Afflictions 
the which I have paffed through, 
but the Lord hath deliz:ered me out 
of them all; Glory b: given tobim, 
and bleffed be his Name for ever, 
and evermore.
